Campus Paper Must Be 


An Educational Tool 


In view of the criticism directed at the BEA- 
CON concerning the review of the National Ballet, 
it is appropriate to examine the role of a campus 
newspaper. 


The paper should be a means of publishing 
news of interest and importance to members of the 
campus community, It should, through its editorial 
column, be instrumental in helping to formulate 
opinions. It should provide a learning experience 
for students engaged in its production. 


This last responsibility is one which too many 
members of the campus community fail to recog- 
nize if we may judge by their recent criticism.

While the editorial staff of the paper accepts 
its responsibility to choose the most capable re- 
viewers available, it feels an equal responsibility to 
insure that those reviewers are students who may 
learn by what they are doing.
